TAKES SAN MATEO 


Ten Miles from Manila. 


THREE AMERICANS KILLED 


Place Is Approached in Three Col- | 
ums and Hard Fighting Occurs. 


BURT'S NEGROES WERE UNBER FIRE 


Filipinos Were Not Disposed To Re- 
treat and Put Up Stubborn 
Resistance, 


Mantia, August 13, 3:15 p. m.—A recon- 
nolsance yesterday by the troops of Gen- 
eral Samuel 'B. M. Young’s brigade ‘with | 
the object of discovering the whereabouts 
of the enemy near San Mateo, northeast | 
of the San Juan reservoir, about ten miles | 
resulted in the occupation 


Mateo. 

The American loss was three killed and 
thirteen wounded, including a lieutenant 
of the Twenty-first infantry. 

The Americans approached San Mateo 
in three columns. ‘(Major Cronin with 
fifteen men of the Twenty-fifth infantry 
Mateo. Captain Rivers, with a 
Captain Parker, formerly lieutenant colo- 
of the Twelfth New York volunteer 
regiment, ‘with 280 men of the Twenty-first 
infantry an@ the 


Major Cronin experienced many diffi- | 


Culties arising from the condition of the 
country and falled to effect a junction 


as had been planned. 

Captain Rivers, advancing, took an out- 
post of the enemy two miles southwest of 
San Mateo. He then encountered strong 
resistance among the hills, the enemy 
firing from excellent positions. Having 
failed to connect with Major Cronin and 
seeing that the town was already occupied 
by the Americans, Captain Rivers with- 
drew, covering his withdrawal by a 
heavy volley. He lost a sergeant killed. 

Captain Parker, on advancing, found the 


enemy strongly intrenched on the far 
sidie of some rich fields, about a mile wide 
and covered with deep mud. Pushing for- 
ward raptdly he routed the Filipinos af- 
ter forty minutes’ fighting and then con- 


he entered without serious resistance 
about half-past 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

Major Cronin enfered the town about 
half-past 4 o’clock. The Americans still 
occupy the place. Our men were ex- 
hausted by the heavy marching. 

Twenty-three of the enemy are known 
to have been killed.

Council will mect this afternoon for 
the purpose of hearing from Mayor James 
G, Woodward in reference to his alleged 
miscorduct of a few days ago. 

The greatest interest attaches to the 
meeting, and all day yesterday specula- 
tion was rife as to the probable outcome 
of this afternoon's proceedings. 

Just what will be done or what will 
transpire at the session no man seems 
to know. In fact, the object of holding 
a meeting at all seems to be a matter 
of doubt to many. Mayor Woodward ex- 
pressed himself on Saturday as not hav- 
ing a clear understanding of why an 
adjournment was had until today. 

~ Today's session is simply an adjourned 

meeting of the regular meeting last Mon- 
day, and the sole reason the adjourn- 
ment was had was for the purpose of 
giving Mayor Woodward an opportunity 
to make a statement to council, if he 
so desired, before the investigating com- 
mittee commenced its work. 

Mayor Woodward's condition is much 
improved. He was at his office all day 
Friday and Saturday, and while feeling 
‘considerably debilitated, was sufficiently 
well to attend to a number of routine 
matters. He stated Saturday that he 
would be at his office this morning if he 
was well enough to do so. At that time 
he said that he saw no reason why he 
should not be in condition. 

What Will Woodward Do? 

The question of Mayor "Woodward's 
probable action this afternoon is a mat- 
ter of considerable doubt. He has re- 
fused most persistently to say whether 
-er not he would submit a statement. And 
he has as much as said that he had no 
intention of resigning. 

If the mayor does not make a state- 
‘ment to council this afternoon there will 
be nothing for that body to do but ad- 
journ, unless there are matters of rou- 
tine Dusiness to be disposed of.

Dr. Holderby Says Church Has Nothing 
Te Do with Council, 


SAYS “HANDS* OFF” 


Pastor of Moore Memorial Denies 
Statements, Alleged to Him. 


HE 


ATLANTA HAS CLEAN CITY SOVERNMENT 


Dr. Holderby Says His Inclination 
Would Be To Lift Up the Fallen 
and Not Push Them Down. 


Dr. A. R. Holderby preached an clo- 
quent sermon jesterday morning along 
the line of his last Sunday’s discourse. 
He emphasized the position which he took 
at that time, but contradicted some of 
the inferences which had been drawn 
from his sermon. 

He said that he did not consider At- 
lanta a “hotbed of iniquity,’’ but that 
it was one of the most moral and most 
charitable cities of which ho had any 
knowledge. Nor did he have in mind 
the case against the mayor, which he 
considered as belonging exclusively to 
politics, and therefore beyond the juris- 
diction of the church. He said in part: 

“There are two great kingdoms in the 
world always warring against each other, 
the kingdom of Jesus Christ and the 
kingdom of Satan. Every man must nec- 
essarily stand upon one of the two sides. 
We can be neutral in politics, but not in 
religion. Christ clearly draws the line 
in the text, Those only are members of 
His kingdom who love Him, who obey 
His laws, who are not ashamed of Him, 
who support his cause. This last strikes 
the keynote in the trouble today. There's 
enough money in the !ap of the church 
of this city to convert every man, Wo- 
man and child in Atlanta in tweive 
months’ time 

“Atlanta, while it has many gcdly 
Christians, is opposed to Jesus Christ 
because the very gang that suprort the 
saloons are the ones who will close the 
churches of the city. 

“I had no reference to Mayor Wood- 
ward in my sermon last Sunday. I want 
no politics in my pulpit. But as Chris- 
tlans I think we should be charitable and 
lenient with one who has been so unfor- 
tunate as to give way to the temptation 
of drink. If we go kicking the failing 
we will kick them down to perdition. We 
should try to uplift. But [t’s not for me 
to say what the council should do with 
Mayor Woodward,

city government, as good a pvulice force, 
as large a proportion of churches as any 
with which I am acquainted. ut mcral- 
ity is one thing and godliness is another, 
and it is godliness alone that saves.
